HISTORY 


There  was  a  time  when  not  much  thought  was  given  to  the  proper  moral,  religious, 
industrial  and  literary  training  for  people  of  the  Negro  race.  In  1924,  the  citizen- 
ship of  Coahoma  County  reached  the  conclusion  that,  the  more  intelligent  the 
farmer,  the  more  satisfactory  citizen  he  makes.  Thus,  our  present  institution,  the 
Coahoma   County  Agricultural   High   School   came   into   being. 

Coahoma  County,  Mississippi,  is  in  the  heart  of  the  great  Mississippi  Delta. 
The  school  is  located  four  miles  north  of  the  City  of  Clarksdale,  the  county  site, 
on  the  Friars  Point-Clarksdale  Highway.  It  is  in  the  geographical  center  of  the  county 
surrounded  on  all  sides  by  plantations,  thickly  populated  with  our  farmers.  The  loca- 
tion is  ideal,  very  productive  and  seldom  muddy. 

The  school  system  has  been  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
Jackson,  Mississippi,  and  the  Federal  Board  of  Vocational  Education,  Washington, 
D.  O,  and  is  the  pride  of  every  colored  citizen  in  Coahoma  County.  The  school 
opened  its  doors  with  A.  M.  Strange  as  the  first  principal. 

In   1927,  under  the  Principalship  of  J.  H.  Moreley,  the  school  progressed  rapidly. 

During  the  administration  of  Principal  J.  W.  Addison  the  school  for  the  first 
time  gave  teachers  an  opportunity,  through  the  Summer  Credit  School,  to  earn 
credits  towards  high  school  graduation.  The  instruction  was  of  the  highest  order 
and  many  were  richly  rewarded  for  their  faithful  study. 

It  was  during  this,  the  administration  of  Superintendent  J.  B.  Wright,  that  the 
Coahoma  County  Agricultural  High  School  reached  its  peak  and  was  given  its  ac- 
creditment  along  with  the  few  other  accredited  high  schools  of  the  state.  A  well 
planned  program  was  outlined  and  a  band  complete  with  uniform  and  equipment 
was  organized.  The  school  was  far-reaching  and  moved  to  great  heights  of  deter- 
mination to  keep  pace  with  the  ever-advancing  standards  of  excellence. 

In  1946  with  Superintendent  B.  F.  McLaurin  at  the  helm,  the  aims  for  which  the 
school  was  established  have  been  brought  to  our  minds  and  we  are  striving  under 
his  guidance  to  have  the  school  attain  these;  first,  to  teach  self-reliance;  second, 
to  give  an  opportunity  for  a  high  school  education  to  every  Negro  boy  and  girl  in 
Coahoma  County;  third,  to  train  these  boys  and  girls  for  more  efficient  citizen- 
ship; fourth,  to  supply  the  need  for  intelligent  farmers;  and  fifth,  to  develop  and 
train  teachers  for  primary  and  junior  schools.  Superintendent  McLaurin  is  receiving 
favorable  comment  in  reclaiming  many  of  the  strongest  principles  of  the  school. 
With  a  definite  program  for  the  school,  the  curriculum  revised  to  meet  state  re- 
quirements and  needs  of  Negro  boys  and  girls,  marked  progress  is  seen.  New 
courses  have  been  added  with  special  attention  given  to  health  and  music. 

An  opportunity  for  the  men  who  served  in  the  Armed  Forces  to  continue  their 
training  is  given  through  a  well  organized  Veteran  School.
